Responsive to claims filed August 26, 2002. Claims 1-9 are presented for examination. 

Claim Objections 

1. Claims 4-9 are objected to under 37 CFR 1.75(c) as being in improper form because a 
multiple dependent claim cannot depend from any other multiple dependent claim. See MPEP 
§ 608.01(n). Accordingly, claims 4-9 have not been further treated on the merits. 

Specification

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and 
distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

The terms abbreviated and Internet, recited using parenthesis in claims 1 and 2 
respectfully, are indefinite because it is unclear whether these terms are part of the claim. 
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The term "characterized in that" is indefinite because it is unclear what is meant by this 

term. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 

rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or 
described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject 
matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole 
would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary 
skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived 
by the manner in which the invention was made. 

7. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Stewen (WO 
99/22346). 

8. As per claim 1, Stewen teaches a method for controlling and operating a vending 
machine (1) that incorporates a mobile radio communication transmit/receive unit and can be 
called from a user's mobile telephone end unit (7) over a mobile telephone network (8) via an 
(abbreviated) mobile telephone number affixed on the vending machine (page 6, lines 7-29, page 
2, lines 14-27), wherein the vending machine (19) prompts the user to select the merchandise 
and, after the merchandise has been dispensed, generates a billing entry, characterized in that 
the billing entry is settled via a payment gateway (4) that has access to a mini-payment account 
the user has opened (5), the mini-payment account number of which is determined based on the 
user's mobile telephone number (page 5, lines 14-28, page 6, lines 30-36). 

Stewen teaches that charges are billed to a user* s mobile subscription and not to an 
account opened with a bank . However, the choice of which account to charge would be merely a 
design choice that has no affect on the operation of the claimed method and would produce the 
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same outcome. It would have been obvious to bill charges to an account opened at a bank 
because doing so would allow for charges to be billed directly to a user' s checking account. 

9. As per claim 2, Stewen teaches charging of the dispensed merchandise takes place by 
combining standard IN traffic control with standard (Internet) payment systems (page 6, lines 10- 
36). 

10. As per claim 3, Stewen teaches the actual telephone number of the vending machine (1) 
is determined in an IN-SCP (2), and a connection to the payment gateway (4) is established, and 
a request is issued, with a reference to the vending machine (1), to reserve a certain maximum 
amount on the mini-payment account of the user who has been uniquely identified based on his 
telephone number (page 6, lines 7-36, page 9, line 25-page 10, linelO).
